SUMA.S ACT liKl'EAL. 

Mr. Bole, in moving tho second reading 
of the Sumaa Dyking Act Repeal Bill, re- 
counted the various circumstances con- 
nected with tho dyking schoino passed in 
1878, which, if auccBssful, would have re- 
claimed fully 100,000 acres of land then 
valueless. But, nnfortiiniitely, the dyk- 
ing scheme had lieen a failure frniu its in- 
ception, owing porha])s to a deviation from 
the original preimred plan. It was a dif- 
iicult mutter to do justice in this mutter 
to all parties concerned. Tlio agreoinont 
was made ten years ago, and owing to the 
unsatisfactory condition of afl'airs, settlers 
were unablo either to raise money on, or 
sell, their lands. It was at tho point 
wdiere it was neco.sstiry that tho scheme 
Bhould bo immediately carried to a eue- 
cessful completion or that tho bill bo al- 
together repealed. His lion, friend, Mr. 
Ladnor, had agreed to introduce several 
clauses in addition to the bill, which ho 
thought provided the ])roper course to bo 
pursued, ft would proaorvo the rights 
of tliesn who were inturcsteil in 
the dyking act, and also would 
Hi.'cure the settlers. The assigns of 
Mr. Derby had a right wliieh should bo 
respected ; tho settlers also had rights 
which should also be respected, wid tho 
latter wore willing to accept certuhi finan- 
cial ve9]ioiu(ibilities provided the dykes 
were constructed. If the Imnso in ita 
wisdom could furnish a butter schoino 
whereby both parties rights would bo pro- 
vided for, ho would bo glud to accept it. 
Tho proposed measure provided that if 
tho dykes wore kept in good working 
order for four years then half tho ussoss- 
niuiits were payable; and if for nine years, 
then all tho aasessinents would bocome 
due. This was tlio whole matter in a 
iiutHhell, and he thought tho measure 
protected the mntual right.s of the parties 
concerned. Tho matter would no doubt 
bo fully disnuasod in^pommibtee, and he 
would dofor further remark until then. 

Col. Baker said that tho private bills 
committee had con.sidered the matter 
when the bill was bofoio tlioni so that 
both parties wmild be protected. Had 
they tho settlers alimu to consider, it 
would bo an easy matter to determine, 
for they Imd no doubt a grievance. But 
they had also the riglits of capital 
to consider, and aa capitid bad boon in- 
vested in this Hcheine undor a logislativo 
act, it was therefore a dillicult matter to 
decide. If they interfered with rights 
posaessed by eaiiital it might result ser-

.L'uOO, which Mr. I'etera has 
against Ohas. Bradlaugh, M.P., 
tho latter stated Peters had rcceiv 
money from Lord Salisbury to promotu a 
meeting of the workingmcn ui Trafalgar 
Square, came up for hearing. Salisbury, 
on being sworn, admitted that in Decom- 
lier 1885 hi.s wecrelary had forwarded a 
check fur il'lb to secretary Kelly of the 
Dock Laborers Association. He denied 
that he gave any eliecl;s to promote ]Hib- 
lic mootings which preceded the Trafalgar 
.Sijuaro riots, and ho also stated he did 
not sign any checks in favor of Mr. 
Peters, which were to bo used in connec- 
lion with any Trafalgar Square meeting's. 
Replying to a ((uestion from ijiadhuigh, 
Salibliury said he had known I'eter.s 
for the past eight years, and 
;i» fur aa ho renieiiibereil iMessrs. 
I'eters and Kelly had always come to liiiu 
together for money for tho poor. Peters 
deposed he hud never received any money 
from Salisbury. Mr. Bradlaugh was un- 
.ible til ahako the testimony of Lord 
Salisbury. A cufl'eo houao proprietor show- 
ed a check for £'2v>, which had been given 
him for the purpose of providing dinners 
I'or the unemployed. It was further shown 
that the chock which Lord Salisbury had 
given to Kelly was to provide breakfasts 
for the starving i)oor of Lnndon. Brad- 
laugh Ulged a queation of privilege, but 
wus overruled by the judge. Iveily de- 
po.sed that he had disbursed the sum 
wliicli Lord Salisbury had sent tn liim in 
relieving tho poor and for charitable pur- 
poses, and he had not used any of it for 
political purposes. Mr. Bradlaugh then 
ex]]ressed regret that ho had charged Lord 
Salisbury with giving the checks iu ques- 
tion t* promote the ineotinga referred to, 
but urged that as other checks had been 
so applied the statement wus not libellous. 
The jury rendered a verdict, giving Peters 
£300 damages. 

KehrliiK'.s Sea I'liihlui;. 

The negotiations between the repro- 
aentatives of England, Russia and the 
United States, with tho object of agreeing 
upon definite rules governing seal fishing 
about Behring's strait, are progressing 
favorably. The principal point in dispute 
is the fixing of the close season.

Chamberlain in a speech at Birming- 
ham this evening ridiculed tho Gladston- 
ian notion that his sojourn 'in > America 
had partly ooiivortod him to tho ex-pre- 
mier's policy. He had, he said, found 
very few peraona indeed in America wlio 
approved of (iladatiine's policy. If Amer- 
ican democracy had to deal with the Irish 
question they would make short work of 
the monstrous pretensions of the league 
and not allow tha^sacred name of liberty 
to bo prostituted to the purpose of an- 
archy and crime. Americans allow no 
sentimental considerations whatsoever to 
stand in the way of tho laws made by the 
majority of the country.

ROSCOE CONKLING'S DEATH. 

The Ei-Senator Fosses Peacefully Away— Tho 
Death Bed Scene— Arrangemonts for 
tho Funeral. 
New Yohk, April 18. — Conkling died 
ut 1:50 a.m. At the bedside of the dying 
man woro Mrs. Conkling, Judge Cox, Dr. 
Andorsoii and Mrs. Oakman. Conkling 
])asaed away without moving a limb. He 
looked as though peacefully sleeping. "It 
was a dreadful strugglo that tho patient 
fought against death," said .Judge Cox; 
"but tho end was peaceful and unaccom- 
panied by pain." His sorrowing wife and 
daughter were weeping at his side, but 
once the keen eyes -were glazed and sec in 
the death struggle Mrs. Conkling and her 
daughter both bore up bravely; but tho 
wife was the most ]>roatrated. Mrs. Oak- 
man supported her .mother. The ashen 
pallor ducpeiied upiHi the emaciated face 
of tho .Senator. He gasped three or four 
times, and paaaed awaj'. In death the 
lines about hia mouth and on the 
face wore slightly drawn. He was 
much emaciated, but still in death 
hi« [face seemed natural. It has 
been definitely settled that tlie iii- 
tormcnt of ex-Senator Conkling will take 
place at Utica. The luiieral aorvices will 
be hold in the Cal very chapel on Saturday 
afternoon, instead of at the residence in 
the city. The pallrbearefrs selected !iro: 
.Judge Shipmiin, Abrnni ItewiK,, S. L, iNI. 
B.irlow, Clarence A. Seward, Manton 
Marble, Senator .John C. .Jones, -Senator 
Don Cameron, William J. AVall;u;o, Wal- 
ter S. Church, and d.

Whereas, Victoria city pays to the 
Provincial government, between ten and 
eleven thousand dollars yearly, on por- 
aonal property, being nearly one-half of 
that collected from tho entire province; 
and, whereas, Victoria city also pays in 
Provincial revenue taxes, between six and 
seven thousand dollars; and, whereas, the 
Provincial government has introduced a 
school bill, tho 10th clause of which, im- 
poses an additional direct tax upon this 
munici|jality. 

Bo it therefore resolved, that tho Mun- 
iciiial Council of Victoria views with sur- 
prise asid alarm tho proposal of such an 
impost and respectfully asks tho leader of 
the government, on behalf of the rate- 
payers of Victoria city, that tho same* bo 
strickon from tho bill. 

Be it further resolved that a copy of 
this roaolution be forwarded to the Pro- 
vincial government and th»t a copy be 
transmitted to eiich of the city members. 

Coun. Powell said in moving the reao- 
liitiou he waa but doing justice to the 
council and thu ])eii|)le ho represented. 
He then referred to the large amount al- 
ready paid yearly, by tho city in tjixes, 
and in consideration of that, thought that 
any additional. taxation would be unjust. 
It had been said that eastern provinces 
fidlowod tho course which our government 
proposed to pursue, but it iiiuBt be re- 
membered that the people of tho provinoo 
always came forivard magnanimously to 
help. He hoped that thu government 
would not urge the measure which he 
considered of no advantage to the city. 

Conn. Braden said he would have to 
support the resolution. He, too, consid- 
ered tho tax which tho government pro- 
po.sod to make tho city pay unjust. Tho 
high school, ho thought, should bo self- 
supporting, but tho lower schools should 
be free to all. The cities are now paying 
a largo sum for the ; ^U^pbrt of tho 
schools, and any additional taxation 
would not meet with favor. 

Tho mayor said whon tho matter canio 
up in the house he took exception to the 
clause and opposed the measure. He 
would not object to a small tax being 
placed on tho municipalities, if it wus 
done with equity, but ho could not see the 
fairnoas of imposing taxes on certain lo- 
calities. Tho city paid $27,000 to tho 
government and received about that sum 
from tho govornment. Tho mayor then 
a|)oke on tho ?1, 000,000 loan and he said 
tliat ovory house in the city is mortgaged 
for its share in that loan, which would 
have to be paid in the sweet by-and-by. 
So, in view of the fact that Victoria had 



thought it was unfair to impose an extra 
tax at this time. He was quite in accord 
with tho resolution and felt very keenly 
tho impost of a tux. This special tax ho 
was certainly not in favor of and ho was 
perfectly willing to employ ovory endea- 
vor to prevent the ineasuro being passed. 
Tho resolution was carried unanimously.

KOSCOB CONKLINtt DEAD. 

The grim reaper has been gathering in 
the goldon grain with lavish hand of late. 
Following closely upon the death of 
Matthew Arnold c^mes the announce- 
ment that ex-Senator ' Conkling, one of 
America's fpremost spns, has passed away. 
For he.. was. essentially a great man, n 
Bupert of 'debate, a profound jurist, and 
a Ohevalior Bayard in his conduct as a 
gentleman. Ho was indeed suns pear i t 
mns reproclii:. Tho illuatrious dead was 
burn at Albany, New York, in 1828. He 
studied law, and in 1858 was elected t(] 
Congress; he was re-elected from term 
to term until 1807, when he was chosen 
Senator, and was re-oleoted in 1873, and 
again in 187'J. He soon took an active 
part amongst the leaders of the Eepubli- 
cau party, and in 1876 was a prominent 
candidate for the Presidential nomination, 
which, however, was given to Mr. Hayes. 
At tho National Convention of 1880 lie 
endeavored to Hoeure the noiiiin.itioii of 
(ieiieral Grant, but the iiublic sentiment 
was too strongly opposed to third terms 
for him to succeed. Failing to (jbtaiii the 
support (if tlie Senate in (jppoaing some of 
President Gartield's Now York city ap- 
pointments, Mr. Conkling, with his col- 
league. Senator Piatt, resigned his .seat in 
the Senate early in 1§81, in order that the 
Legislature of New lork might puss 
judgment upon his quarrel with the 
President. After a protracted contest, 
ho failed in his attempt to secure a reelec- 
tion, and has not since appeared in public 
life. Upon the accession of Mr. Arthur, 
tho position of .Justice of tho Suiireme 
Court of tlio United States was ofi'ored 
him, but ho declined it. Of late ho has 
been practicing law in tho city of Now 
York. He was one of tho brightest orna- 
ments of tho bar, an4 ^las figured in nearly 
all the groat cases, [lis forensic gifts 
were marvellous, and his influence uiion a 
jury almost unequalled. Ashe stood on 
the public platform, an Apollo in appear- 
ance, pouring forth a torrent of words in 
his own faultless manner, ho seemed on- 
rnpturod as ho reached tho climax, and 
every heart in tho great room willingly 
submitted to the pleasant bondage in 
which ho enchained thom. His porora- 
liona will go down into tho 
hiatoiy of literature as examples 
for tho men of future generations, 
jind they alway* seemed to be entirely 



BRITISH COIiU.MHIA SCENERY. 

As in tho moral world there is but one 
virtue, so in art there is but one true 
path. Perfection consists in the union of 
tho idea and vitality ; ovorything that 
breaks this union — every deficiency on tho 
ono side or tho other — is a fault; and if 
further developed, or adopted as a prin- 
ciple, will lead to luaiinerisni. The idea, 
if sull'ereil to predoiuiiiale, ])roduees works 
that are odd .-uul iuaniiiiato or at liMst in 
sonu! nieasure deserve the iviiroacli of 
liar<b\ess. ( )n t ho otliet hand, the attempt 
merely Id copy ii.iluie ami life, may in 
some cases produce sliowy eliects ;is 
many of those of the naturalist sclinol 
have done; but with tho loss of ideality is 
himished all deep moaning and even that 
internal character which forms a most 
esaential condition of art. It would soem, 
judging by the art eriliuisins, that the 
water colors in the annual exhibition at 
Montreal, are, taken as a whole, open to 
the objection nf a lack of ideality and a 
tiHi great tenilency tdw.-irds le.'ilisni. 
While some siieciuiens of the true artistic 
spirit were shown, Ijy far too many were 
crude and ill- judged both in auliject and 
iiiauiier of treatment, and showed in too 
iiiaiiy instances an almost alwolute lack of 
knowledge of the rudiments of painting. 
Tho president of tho R. C. A., Mr. L. 
U. O'Brien ia well reinesented showing as 
he does, "Yale, 1!. C," "Kail, Kcad and 
Kiver," "Perils of the liiinks," "( »ii the 
Cariboo lluad," '"'I'lie (1,-ite of the Canyon," 
"In the National Park," "Yniiconver 
Harbor" and "Aw October d.iy on the 
Fraser. " Mr. O'Brien's works .-ire cer- 
tainly well-known and tiud many admir- 
ers on this as well as tho other .side of the 
Atlantic. Two are of very high merit. 
In "Yale, B, C," the water, according to 
a Mtmtreal newspaper critic, is beautifully 
done and deserves especial coromondation. 
ft has evidently passed through rapids or 
falls concealed from view but tho tale is 
told most strikingly. .And "Perils of the 
Banks" will very pmliably be given a 
very high place of merit in the present 
exhibition. It repreaents an .Mian liner 
— ^tho Parisian — -in 'i fog; a schooner ia in 
the distance. In the foreground is a boat 
in which aro two sailors and the distinct- 
ness of those figures is well contrasted 
with tho foggy dimness of the more dis- 
tant schooner. The varying lines of hazi- 
ness are wrought with a truenoss that is 
at once adniirablo and artistic. The sun 
breaking with dilliculty through tho mist 
also is very ably depicted. It is the best 
water color this artist has yet 
sliown. "In the National Park,' 
is elleotivo and carefully done. 
An exhibitor who makes a fair showing 
is Mr. T. Mower Martin, R.C.A., who 
has throe drawuigs: "The Ghicier of the 
Selkirks," "Van Home Range," "Mount 
Field, B.C." The scene depicting Van 
Home Range is perhaps the best of the 
three. Mr. Forshaw Day, R.C.A., has 
several NVestorn views; this tield of land- 
sca])e work is evidently destined to be a 
prolific one. They are "Lake at Laggaii," 
"Mount Doville Range" and "Falls Lean- 
choihi." Mr. F. M. Bell Smith, R.C.A., 
show.H "Valley of the Ottertail, B.C., 
"Kciger.s Pass," "Sunrise in tlu! Selkirks," 
"llnzy Day," "In the lllicilliwHet Val- 
ley," and "Tho Ilorniit Riiiigo. " These 
have been much appreeiated, Tho Mon- 
treal Oazefte says; "Those views of moun- 
tain scenery, of lake and tarn, are filled 
with vastness and breathe of the moun- 
tains. The forests seem to be va.st ••iriiiies 
of tall sentinels foruiiiig guard at the base 
of tho grand iiionarclis of the Rockies, 
while tho snow tipped poak.s rise high in- 
to llie a/,iiro vault. The.se drawings are 
all adiiiiralilu in their [ler-specti ve and if 
this artist had done no more than these, 
he would Ini entitled to a very high jilace 
in the roll of Cinadian .artisls. The 
.shadows in "llaxy Day" are most ell'ec- 
tively and ti uthfitlly brought out, and tlu! 
clouds in "Rogers Pass" are clouds and 
not daubs of groy." Tho glories of our 
British Columbia scenery are being ably 
depicted at tho haiidii of the artists, and 
the dill'usion of t heir pictures throughout 
tho country eaiinol fail to induce lovers 
of tho beautiful to come west and feast 
upon tho grand views which lienroniid us 
on ovory side. Undoubtedly this will bo 
a great year in tpuriit travel.

The private billa committee had carefully 
considered the ([uestiou, and a ni.ijority 
iiad come to the conclusion that tlie own- 
era should be given :i certain time in 
which to cduiplele their agreement. He 
did Hot Ihoik lb, a il- w.i.-, a fair proposi- 
tion to interfere with private rights by re- 
pealing the act of 18«."., That could not 
very well bo done. The bill, as reported 
by the private bills coinniitteo was, ha 
considered, tho best means for mooting 
the reijuirements of both parties. There 
was a clause which, in case of the destruc- 
tion of the ilykesby llnod, would do away 
with owners' riglils, but this could be 
reinodied in comiiiiltee. I'lie lion, intro- 
ducer had biiJiight in the resoluti(jna giv- 
en notice uf into bis discussion, but he 
thought tiie bill as reported should stand, 
with the necessary amendment he had 
referred to. 

Mr. Ladner was glad that tliero was a 
bill before the bouse (jii this matter, but 
ho thought the provisiuna in regiird to 
the payments of assessinenla was unjust 
to the settlors. lie was in favor of the 
bill to the fourth clause, and woidd sup- 
port its Heeond reaiUng, reserving the 
right to intruducv the resolutions of 
which ho had given notice of. 

Hun. Mr. Davie said that in pursuance 
of an agreement made in lcS78, between 
Mr. Derby and tlie settlor.s, the Sumas 
Dyking Act of 1>S7>S bad been passed. 
That act was in tact a contract between 
the settlers and Mr. Derby. I'nder its 
proviai(jns Mr. Derby undertook to l)uild 
a dyke, which should iibsolutely prutoct 
the Matsijui lands fruiii overtlow and to 
ouuiplote it within two years. It was near 
ten years since tho passage of the bill and 
never during any ono season have the 
lands been protected from overliow. Mr. 
Derby, it was true, had const-riicteil a 
dyUo, but the same being out of accord 
with spucilicatioiiH, and built sumo 100 
feet too near the rivor, had failed to re- 
claim the lands Tho act required Mr. 
Derby to follow the plans and apecifica- 
tiona in the laud ollico. He had departed 
from theui. .Meanwhile the lands had 
been hold under the i iicumlnance of tlie 
assessuieuL.-i, and some four arre.irs of in- 
terest had been collected. There wa.-i 
much force in what the licui. nuMuliiU' for 
Kootenay had said — rights acipiired by a 
private bill should never be intorferod 
with, but unfortunately tho very persons 
who aro now objecting to the meaauru 
now before the house, on the ground 
that it will intortero with their 
rights trampled tho.ie of the set- 
tlors under foot by coming to t he house 
in LSiSI, and applying for an aniendnieiit 
to the contract iiiado by the ]irivate bill 
ill 1S78; and unfortunately, ow ing to a 
want of the matter being undorstooil, the 
house passed Mr. Sword's bdl; nut exactly 
ill the slia|io ho wanted, but in a very idi- 
jectionablo sliajie indeed - instead of his 
absolute agieuiueiit to [ir, it eel., the aiueiid- 
nient, reipiired only protection for two 
years, and as several consecutive years 
might jiass without high water of any im- 
portance it followed that that obligation 
svas practically dispensed with. Under 
the original act, if from any cause other 
than insnfticieney of the dyke, the 
lands became ovorlloweil ; for instance, if 
the overliow arose fruii". water courses at 
the back of the dyke, then only one-half 
of the assessments were to be pay.ible, 
but tlio auiondnient swept away this re- 
striction altogether. The original act ro- 
ijuired specifications to be adiiored to, the 
amendment warranted the de])arture fnuu 
them. It was further provided bj the 
amendment that two arbitrators were to 
bo apiioiiited, ono by Sword and the other 
by the settlers, and this was to be done by 
.•Viigust, 1883, before any work was suf- 
fered to be attempted. I''ailing the 
app(untiiient by the settlers of an arbi- 
trator tho supreme court uppuinteii one 
fur tho settlers, but the very gentleman 
appointed by the court to ropreaont tho 
interests of the settlers was now I he 
directoi of u coinpaiiy formed for the 
purpose of taking adv.antage of the 
Sumas Dyking Acts, and in I hat capacity 
was petiti(Uiini; the house ag.ainat the very 
bill which tho settlers have now before 
tho house. Although the arbitrators wore 
thus appointed five years ago nut a Inind 
stir had been made towards dyking since 
then, and it was only now tliat tho set- 
tlers aro apidyiiig for relief that the 
scheme of this company is gotten up by- 
Mr. Sword and his friends to head the 
settlers off. The settlers had just came 
to ask relief against the act of 1883; that 
act never ought to have been passed. It 
made the very attack against vested 
rights whicli every one now siiys nevm' 
ought to bo permitted. It would not in 
any way attack vested rights to now re- 
peal it and repeal also the jirovi- 
sioiis of the lirst which had been 
broken by its promoters. The re- 
ports of Mr. (iore ami Mr. Na- 
varre, published in the sessional papers, 
showed how utterly the specification had 
been departed from, and that the line of 
loveo had been placed altogether too close 
to the river to the detriment of the dyke 
in future years. It was true tliat the 
dyke had been repaired to tho satisfaction 
of another engineer, and that, acting on 
his report, the government of tho day had 
niado the grant of 6,000 acres pmvided by 
the act — but the original lino of loveo had 
not been corrected, nor a[iecilications ad- 
hered to, with the result of a complete 
failure in dyking. So far as the money 
already exjiended on the dyke was con- 
cerned, said to be some ^(10,000, the (J, 000 
acros would nioru than cover that, and 
there was no reason why the settlers 
should be taxed and compelled to main- 
tain a structure which was of no service 
to them. 

Mr. Duck .said the present measure was 
ono which dealt with vested rights, and 
was a dilhcult one to deteriiiiiie. It ap- 
peared as though it was an act of repudia- 
tion and affected the integrity of the pro- 
vince. Ho thought the iietitions which 
had lieen ]ircseiitod to the house were tho 
correct index of opinion on the ipiestion 
by those directly interested. There wori^ 
petitions from settlers on the laud pro- 
testing against tho removal of the acts 
relating to tho dyke. Tho petition uf 
Drake & Jackson on behalf of the Mani- 
toba Investment Co. was a most important 
docuiiieiit; it set forth tlii! Iiislnry of the 
dyke construction, and be thinight the facta 
therein ah(jwn wore iniAst conclusise in 
their cliar.'tctor. ( )ther iietil ions, includ- 
ing one from C. B. .Swin-d, assign of 10. L. 
Derby, had also been prosonted, the latter 
setting forth that tlio Matsqui Land Co. 
were prepared to complete work by the 
30th Nuvetqbor of tho present year. T'ak- 
ing everything into consideration, ho 
thought tho best thing to bo done was to 
allow tho matter to stand over for one 
year. If the dyke was completed, tho 
settlors would derive the advantage, and 
he certainly thought the bill should be de- 
ferred, He would therefore move that 
the word "now" be struck out, and the 
words ^'this day six mouths" bo inserted. 

Mr. Boaven recounted the circuinatances 
whicIi had transpired in coiniection with 
tho dyking of Matsipii lands. After cer- 
tain rights had been granted under a 
private act, ho thought it a danger- 
ous practice to at all interfere 
with them. He thought it a delicate mat- 
ter for counsel for the various parties to 
cumo intiD this house and plead the inter- 
ests of their clients. Ho did not t hink 
that cold water would bo thrown on tiie 
schunic in which some of the solid men of 
the province were concerned. If the pro- 
position to build tho dyke was carried <utt, 
ho believed it would bo in tho intoreata of 
the settlers on tho lands in question, and 
it would bo unwise at the present time to 
intorforo, unless with tho coiiBont uf idl 
parties concerned. If tliey wore going to 
grant a right one session and bike it away 



he next, tiioy would soon i{ot tho pro- 
vinco into a peculiar position. It had 
been suggested that all parties be jdacetl 
in tho .same position as in 1878. Ho 
could not see how that deaii'Ablo end 
couhl lie accom]dished ; tho money ux- 
pvnded could not be rejiaid. Ho did not 
Lhink the [irice ot the lands should be 
t.iken into consideration; it vvas a (jues- 
tioii of private rights. As there soemod 
good prospecta that tlie scheme would be 
carried to complotion this year, he thought 
tliat no legislation should bo had on tho 
(iueati<ni. 

Mr. iligLjins opposed the motion for a 
six iiioiilhs' hoist, anil said that while tho 
two iiieinliers f(U- N'ictoria city had any 
aniomit nf Hympalliy and tears for capital- 
ists lliey bestowed scarcely a thought on 
the pool- set t lots whose property was in- 
cumbereil to pay an obligation fur which 
they had received no valuable cunsidora- 
tion. 1 1 e claimed that the dyke had been 
iiniiroperly constructed, and it gave way 
three months after completion; that the 
act of I.SH.'i u;is a miatako and inllicted ft 
wro^^' on the settlers, as it had boon 
used .as an engine of oppression. If Mr. 
Sword hail received (i.OOO acres of land 
for a dyke which broke away as suun as it 
was subjected to the pressure of the first 
high water, he had been amply compen- 
sated for a contract which ho had not com- 
pleted. He favored the idea advanced 
by the attorney-general, to repeal the 
act of l.S.S.'S luid return to tiio act of 1878. 

Hon. Mr. Turner said that the bill poti- 
l.ioned for in 188;; liy Mr. Swoid and the 
(me granted him by tho house materially 
differed, and ho cimld not see how tho 
petitioner was tu be held res])unsible for 
a measure to which ho had not 
consented. He was very inucli of 
the smile oiiinion as the junior member 
for \'ictoria, and tho lion, leader of the 
oijpositiou, and thought that the proposi- 
timi to reb.iild the dyko should be accep- 
ted. 1; the dyke were euiupleted it would 
place the [larlies ill tho same poaitiun as 
it would have been under tho 1878 Act. 
He would support the aix months hoist. 

Mr. Anderson also favored the amond- 
mi-nt. He thought it would he danger- 
ous III iiiierfei'o iu tho matter in its pres- 
ent alate, 

Mr. .Marl in said that the hon. nioinber 
foi' J'Jsi|iniiiall, had claimed that an ade- 
i)iiato dyko had not boon constructed. 
This was not tlio case, for throe months 
after its completion, through an unprece- 
dentod high stage of water, the works 
Were carried away. Such high water had 
never boon known before nor since. 
Wall other hon. geiillomeii, lio was in 
sj uipatliy with the liardanips of tho set- 
lers and of the investors, but he 
must accept the same position as that 
stated bj' tiie hon. junior member for Vic- 
toria city. Ho thought his auiondment a 
fair one, and would oppose the second 
reaiiing of tho bill. 

Hon. Mr. Robsoii said that in the 
passage of the act of 1883, they broke 
faith with the parties. He thought that 
it would be uiiadvisable to interfere with 
tho rights aeipiired by the bill of 1878. As 
had boon stated by previous speakers it 
would be dangerous to break faith with 
those who had invested capital on tho 
strength of legislation passed by this 
house. The iiiteiesia of both iii- 
vesloiH and sellU-is should bo pro- 
tecU-il, ami ;ick now ledgiiig that a mistake 
was made in amending the bill in 1883, ho 
tlioiiglit ih.'il legislation repealing the act 
of 188.;, would be the bettor way to secure 
the interests of all parties. He was 
aware that tho act of 1883 was 
intended for the purpose of bonetiting the 
aetl K- rs. It hiid not accomplished the end 
ilesireil, ami I hey should recognize the 
niisiake made .iiiil keep faith with all 
parlies by the restiuation (jf the act of 
187H. iie know that such an action 
Would satisi'y the settlers. 

Mr. ( )rr thought that tho talk about 
breaking faith with capitalists was absurd. 
Six thousand acres had been given by tho 
government in payment for tlie dyke, and 
faith li.nl been brolcen with no one. The 
act of lS8;i had been pkiced in his hands 
but amendiiii'iita had been introduced in 
eonnnittee by the .solicitor fur tho com- 
pany which HO inutiliated tho bill that he 
was compelled to vote against it. Ho 
would vote for the second reading of the 
present bill. 

Col. Raker was struck with the sensible 
position taken by tho hon. junior member 
for N'ictoria, and Would vote for his 
amondineiit. 

lion. Mr. Robsoii said that he would 
vote for the second reading of the bill, 
reserving the right to support amend- 
nienlsiii coininittoe which would place 
the oill in the position suggested by him 
in his remarks. 

Mr. tJrant also agn^ed that it would be 
dangiuons to interfere with a vested right 
and would opjiu.ie a second reading. 

Hon. Mr. Dunsmuir thought for this 
house to repudiate legislation which had 
previously been passed conferring private 
rights would be very wrong. In all ho 
had heard that afternoon nothing was put 
forw.ard which showed that tho settlers 
would bo injured. He understood that 
the company were jirepared to go ahead 
with the construction uf tho dyke, and 
while not voting ua tho six months' hoist, 
yet be favtired the proposition to give tho 
promoters the chanoe to complete their 
work. Capital was vory shy, and if we 
repudiated a right previously awarded, it 
might result in serious injury to the pro- 
vince. 

Hon. Mr. D.avie said the iireaidont of 
the council forgot that in 1883 ho strongly 
opposed the aniondment to tho Act of 
1878. The propositions in the resolutions 
given notice of by Mr. Ladner simply re 
stored the provisions of tho Act of 1878, 
with necessary ameiidiiienta to make it 
conform to existing ccmditions. 

On the million "kIklII the words pro 
|)osed to bo struck out from part of the 
question," being put, it was carried b^ a 
vote of 11 to 10. The second raiding 
carried on tho snmo division. 

House went into eoniinittco, Mr. Orr 
in the chair,
